ed that tho land league had a complete 
system of constables in all districts, 
who reported ovt-fy infringement of 
rules of tho league. The result is that 
thc land league is supreme. There is 
a reigu of terror. Those wiio break 
the law are safe, : while honest; people 
who keep it, are in danger. "^I'hc land 
league strikes terror. We inust there- 
fore stMkf terror into them. \Ye must 
arrest these criminals. (Prolonged 
cheers.) 

Forster'ri bill asks power for the 
Viceroy to arrest persons reasonaldy 
suspected as principals or acoc.ssories in 
treasonable offences, such power to re- 
main in force until the 30th of Sept. 
1882. It will be retrospective as re- 
gards aiTests for treason. It will ap- 
ply to the whole of Ireland, but with 
regard to agrarian and other crimes 
will appjy to proclaimed districts only. 

Lyons, liberal member for Dublin, 
moved as an amendment that land re- 
form ought to ■ ju-ecrdc measiires ' for 
coercion. 

Biggar ineffectually attempted to 
count out the house.

££oro aljotit the Falsified Statistics. 

CuiOAGO, Jan. 23rd. — The Tribune's 
Washington representative, Newberry, 
lias received from Canada a considerable 
ajiiLOunt 6£ documentary information not 
heretofore published, relative to falsifi- 
cation and corruption used in securing 
tho Halifax award. Previous statements 
of Prof. Hind, which have been published 
in Canada and the United States, relate 
entirely tn ,the falsification of the fish 
catch , and maritime provinces. These 
falsifications were designed.;^; allow, tlm 
.this catch, whoro wo"c»p»]peced,iwiu(' riot 
valuable, and where ivb'did libf compete 
A-ns nioro valuable to us. The present 
information is of a more striking char- 
acter and covers a period of 25 years' 
falsification of navigation, reports pub- 
lished by authority of the dominion. A 
secret document was 'prepared in w-hich 
summirios of fishory'oxporta'were*given 
for a period of 2G years. This document 
covers twelve folio pages and embraces 
several thousand items. On tho face of 
it there is nothing to betray its real char- 
acter. No one would be able to find it 
out except an expert who should have the 
clew. It appears that this docmnont was 
used at Washington during the negotia- 
tion of the Wasliington treaty to induce 
the Brititili commissioners to place in that 
trt-aty article 21, authorizing the Halifax 
eominission. Tho British commissioners 
were understood to berquite favorable to 
tho interpretation placed by the American 
government and fishermen upon early 
treaties in regard to their rights in the 
Canadian fisheries upon tho condition 
that we extended reciprocity of trade in 
lish products. Tho sohemo of tho Gan- 
iidian manipidators seems to have been 
aobompliihcd by means of this docuinont 
through wliich tho American commission- 
ers WQi-e induced to believe tho fish ex- 
port trade of Canada was much less than 
it in fact really was and that therefore tho 
provinces were entitled to some compen- 
sation for privileges secured by American 
fislierinen. Mr. Delfosso, umpire at 
Halifaxj'f ig, reply to Prof. Hind, stated 
thftf lie did' not niako up his award uixni 
table "A" in tho British case, which con- 
tains falsifications of a fish catch, but 
upon other evidL'ucc before the oomiiiiH- 
sion.
